Gorky’s Life Spared. 


It is reported that General Trepoff has steted 
that Maxim Gorky has not yet been really 
handed over to justice. That he will be 
arraigned before a court of inquiry is certain, 
but no one yet knows what court that will be. 
All that is known is that Gorky will be tried 
civilly, andthat, whatever his sentence (if any) 
may be, it will not be one of death. 


Shelving the Ukase. 


It appears, says the special correspondent of 
the Daily Felegraph, that the liberally-worded 
Ukase drawn up by M. Yermoloff, Minister of 
Agriculture, and addressed to M. Witte, has 
been shelved, and that such concessions as are 
likely to be granted to the Russian people in the 
immediate future will be of a far less serious 
character than those which would». have been 
possible under that. document. This Uknse 
contained, aniong other things, an order 
for a searching inquiry into the massacre 
of Jan. 22. But+the intrignes of the reac- 
tionary party prevailed, and the decree was 
never issued. 

Meanwhile Government policy at St. leters- 
burg remains in a state of hopeless confusion, 
and ‘very little hope now seems to be entertained 
that the labours of the Committee of Ministers 
will result in any tangible reforms.

A St. Petersburg Scare. 


An alarming accident, which has shaken the 
nerves of the Russian capital and given rise to 
all kinds of wild rumours, has oceurred on the 
Egyptian Bridge, which spans the Fontanka 
Canal. While a: party of fifty dragoons were 
crossing, the bridge suddenly collapsed, and men 
and horses were ‘burled' to the ice below. 
Several of the animals crashed right through 
the ‘ice, and one dragoon is reported miss- 
ing. Of course, alarmist reports. of dyna- 
mite were at once set-in circulation, but the 
accident was really only due to the rottenness of 
the structure, the chains supporting which, it 
seems, broke simultaneously on both banks.

A Potato Sorter.

the’market.. It has been especially desivned for 

, rapid and efficient sorting of potatoes into three 
sizes—marketable, seed, and small—at one operation. It 
has n large, extended hopper, and is fitted with a dirt- 
riddle or sereen, which removes the dirt from the potatoes 
before sorting, thereby allowing them to be graded more 
evenly and rapidly, as well as producing a cleaner sample. 
In the new hopper all the riddles are so arranged that the 
potatoes must pass over the whole of the riddle surface, 
the marketable being delivered on the top riddle at the 
end of the meehine, and the seed and amall through open 
spouts at each side.

A Beautiful Rose. 


The tea-rose Sulphurea, respecting which I have had an 
inquiry, is the subject of an Tilustration im a recent 
Gardening Illustrated. As its name implies. the colour is 
a pale sulphur-rellow, a very pure tint. The blossoms, 
which are produced in large, soreading corymbs, are borne 
erect, so that every flower 1s well displayed. The main 
effect in a large group is white, the sulphur tint 
being only conspicuous on close inspection, There is 
a solidity about the petals which gives it great staying 
powers on a hot day. A ‘most charming effect is pio- 
duced by the almost purple foliage. In no rose is this 
so conspicuous; even the folixge nlone would give the 
variety much value as an ornamental shrub. Ax the 
sprays of blossom are spreading in their habits, so also are 
the plants. I do not mean in the sume way as Princess de 
Sigan. This rose produces its growths almost horizontally, 
which is æ defect; but in Salphurea plenty of space is 
allowed between each branch, so that an elegant plant is 
the result. Market-growers who have a Gemand for bud 
roses would find this very useful, as the buds are not sv 
large as those of Madame Hoste.

A Common Poultry 
Ailment. 


_ Wheezing and ratiling 
in tbe throat are usually 
caused by a cold settling 
on the lungs, and the 
formation of mucus there- 
from rising- in the wind- 
pipe. Dampness and wet 
weather are generally the 
enuses of it, The bert 
thing is to keep the birds 
in a dry, airy place free 
from draughts, and to give 
each na teaspoonful of 
glycerine at night (once 
will probably be sufficient), 
and slightly acidulate the 
drinking water by adding 
ten drops each of sulpha: io 
and nitric acids toa pint of 
water placed in an earthen- 
ware vessel. Let the food 
be soft and nourishing, 
but be careful not to ove:- 
feed the birds. Fut, overfed fowls are more liable to 
develop the complaint then those kept in good, hard cor- 
dition. It would beas well lightly to season the food with 
spice made of equal parts of powdered aniseed, fenugreek, 
liquorice, and ginger; use it at the rate of a teaspoonful to 
ten aduit fowls. See that the roosting-house is properly 
ventiluted, without causing the birds to sleep in draughts, 
and that the run iso arranged as to be exposed to the sur. 
A dry, well-drained, open run is much better than one 
built against a brick well, or under trees, especially during 
n wet season. If the fowls are properly treated for the 
complaint it will disappear altogether. Some birds may 
outgrow the ailment in dry, hot weather, but they are 
liable to another attack during a wet season.
